The Department of Ecology proposes amendments to Chapter
173-910 WAC, Mercury-Containing Lights Product Stewardship
Program. The rule proposal will be published in the Washington
State Register on April 6, 2016.

What is the purpose of this rule proposal?

The purpose of this proposal is to revise the rule to incorporate
changes made to the underlying statute by the 2014 State
Legislature. Revisions do not affect the way mercury-containing
lights are managed. Proposed changes include:

e The requirement to fund the program through an
environmental handling charge,

Revised requirements for stewardship plans and annual
reports, including independent financial audits,

e Changes in the number of lights that can be recycled per
day,

¢ Changes in definitions,
e Sunset provisions, and

o Other changes as directed by the Legislature.
